SOLAR SPOTS. 


Strenge State of A@airs in the Sun. 
: (From the New York Times, 9b.) 

We recently called attention to the in- 
vestigations now being made by astrono- 
mers into the remarkable 

resented by the sun. It is, per- 

aps, needless to say that we unfolded no 
theory of our Own upon the subject, but 
merely described the results of the re- 
searches of those whohave made the solar 
orb an object of special and continual 
study, Since out remarks ap . a 
rious foreign papers have informed us that 
astronomers unite in declaring that the 
spots now visible on the sun are more ex- 
tensive than have been recorded within the 
_—- century. Whether they account 
or the pecular magnetic influences which 
have been detected—even for the variable 
character of the weather—it is impossible 
to determine. Philosophers have told us 
that the milder winters experienced of late 
years are owing to the fact that our planet 
is traversing a comparatively warm region 
of space—c supposition not less difficult 
to accept than that which traces climatic 
changes to the sun. 

The belief is undoubtedly gaining ground 
with astronomers that the convulsions viai- 
ble in the sun do very powerfully affect the 
electric condition of the earth. It is not 
ascertéined in what precise form the infla- 
ence is exerted, but the effects of it have 
often been apparent. When disturbances 
such as are now being noticed, have bere- 
tofore taken place in the sun, every wire 
of telegraph in the world has been known 
to be agitated.

puding te early settlement of W iscon- 
sin—or the wilderness part of it, at least 
—I was frequently employed by corre 
spondents from abroad to search out cer- 
tain sections of land and report as to 
their value, timber, quality of soil, ete.

Before going far | came to a 
bog, or marsh, which was impassable on 
horseback, and I was forcedto go round it 

After 1 had got on the opposite side, | 
could not find the line again, and, after 
searching some little time, | gave it up. 
and threw the reins upon the neck of the 
horse and bade him go home; preferring 
to trust to his instinct to find the way, 
rather than my own judgment as to the 
proper direction to be taken. We had 
not gone many rods before | noticed the 
plazed trees, for which | had been looking, 
and my curiosity was at once excited to 
know whether the horse really noticed 
the faint marks on the trees, and was 
guided by them. Accordingly | left the 
reins perfectly free, and was s00n satis- 
fied beyond s doubt that such was the
